(57) ABSTRACT 

A sliding gate valve, a sealing gasket for the valve, and a 
method of assembling the valve that may be used to govern 
the Bow of a fluid such as a liquid or a gas. The sealing 
gasket may be characterized as having a circular portion, 
two connector portions, and a substantially carved portion 
that provides a seal discouraging fluid loss during use of the 
valve. Example fluids suitable for use with the valve include 
water, ait; or oxygon. Hie fluids may or may not be pres- 
surized as me valve provides a seal against leakage mat is 
not dependent upon a pres sure differential Typical installa- 
tions lor the valve include, but are not limited to, household 
water supply systems, laboratory environments, and indus- 
trial settings. 
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
